Mr. Wrigley lays much stress upon 
the transportation needs of Chicago. 

“We have.seen Chicago grow from} 
700,000 persons to nearly 3,000,000, 
while our transportation facilities have 
stood absolutely still,” he said. “Chi- 
cago must have subways. Any intelli- 
gent, thinking man can see that. 

“This north side district will be the 
first to show improvement that Chica- 
go deserves. In a short fime the few 
old eyesores still standing will give 
place to modern offijce bulldings— 
making it the most attractive business 
section of any city in the world. Other 
new buildings planned in the district 
will undoubtedly be equally beautiful 
as the two Wrigley buildings. 3
